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CLARK TELLS WHY HE 


TOGh NAME OF CHAMP: 


When He Was James B. Another 


Opened ‘His — Mail; Friends 
Couldn't Pronounce Beau- 
champ. 


How James Beauchamp Clark, 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, acopted the name of Champ 
Clark, is related by him in the first 
installment of his autobiography. 

‘hlished in the November number 
Of liearst’s Magazine, as follows: 


“When I was 24 years old, I weft | 


to visit my uncle, a lawyer, at Bowl- 
ing Green, Ky. I ordered my mail 
forwarded to me there. There was 
a man of the names of James B. 
Clark living in that city. He was 
unusually dense. He not only opened 
my letters, which was reasoable, but 
he sent them all back to the places 
from which they came, which was 
not only unreasonable but annoying; 
so 1 made up my mind that I would 
not, keep a name which was owned 
by so many other people. 

“TI first lopped the James, but that 
left me with a name Which nobody 
but a Frenchman could pronounce 
correctly and Americans pronounced 
it in a half dozen different ways, al! 
wrong. I cut Beauchamp in two tn 
the middle and retained the last half 
Gov. Hoadley of Ohio, one of my 
old law professors, used to say that 
a man had as much right to cut off 
part of his Christian name as to thim 
off part of his hair. I state this 
small event correctly because it has 
been stated so often incorrectly. 

“My surgical operation on mv 
name had one unexpected and bene- 
ficial effect—it caused my name— 
Champ Clark—to be printed in full 
in the newspapers, whereas other 
representatives were generally re- 
ferred to only by their surnames 
That grew out of two facts: One 
was that I was the only Clark in 
America who bears. the- Christian 
name of Champ, and the other was 
that my Christian name and sur- 
name, taken together, contain only 
ten letters.’ 

The Speaker also tells how he be- 
came a student of the Btble. After 
relating that as a boy of 10 he had 
become much impressed with a “Life 
of Patrick Henry,” and that it ex- 
erted a considerable influence upon 
his life, he writes: 

“That life of the forest-born De-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Feoad 
prices as a whole have advanced 47 
cent over the year betore the

Latest compilation of prices an- 
nounced today by the United States 


Bureau of Labor Statisttcs shows 
princtpal articles of food as a whole 
6 per cent higher on Aug. 15, 1914, 
just after the outbreak of the war, 
than they were on that date in 1913. 
There was a drop of 6 per cent in 
1915, but in 1916 prices advanced 14 
per cent, and during this year they 
have jumped 31 per cent. 

From July to August this year 
there was a 2 per cent incréase in 
the combined prices of, the principal 
articles of fod. Flour prices in 
August were two and one-quarter 
times what they were in August, 
1913. The increase was 130 per cent. 
Corn meal advanced almost as much. 
with an increase of 120 per cent. 
Potatoes advanced 87 per cent, sug- 
ar 77 per cent, lard 72 per cent and 
pork chops 58 per cent. 

During the year ending Aug. 15 
onions was the only article to de- 
crease in price. Corn meal doubled 
in price, flour advanced 70 per cent.

In his letter Maritz writes that he 
had. but 45 minutes’ notice befors, 
‘leaving the training school for his 
post near the trenches.

| ‘When I arrived at my post,” he 
| writes, “I was assigned to quarters 
|in the loft of a building once used to

fellow-ambulance drivers are pro- |.

cluding a French chef, fron beds and 
electric lights. 

“We have cplendid meals,” the let- 
ter continues. “In the morning we 
have coffee and a confection for 
breakfast. At 11:30 a. m. we have 
a meal consisting of assorted meats, 
a course of duck or chicken, then 
salad and desert. In the evening we

Maritz writes that his work is di- 
vided into 24-hour watches, one en- 
tire day of work and one of rest. He 
is employed in carrying wounded 
French soldiers from first aid sta-

TWO DESERTERS BEGIN 10-YEAR | 
PRISON TERMS AT HARD LABOR 


Young Alabamans Were to Have 
Been Made Members of the 
Rainbow Division. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Ten years’ 
imprisonment at hard labor, forfeit- 
ure of pay and allowances, and dis- 
honorable discharge from the army, 
were the penalties inflicted by a 
courtmartial at Camp‘ Mills a few 
days ago upon two Alabama privates 
who deserted from the 167th Infan- 
try (old Fourth Alabama), which ‘s 
part of the Rainbow Division. The 
men, who ceme from Montgomery, 
were Paul S. Gooden and Richard 
Harris. Each is 23 years old. They 
are in the Federal Penitentiary at 
Atlanta, beginning their terms. They 
were taken there in irons last Thurs- 
day. 

It was said the privates ran away 
from Montgomery, Ala., where their 
regiment was mobilized preparatory 
to. joining the Rainbow Division, 
Shortly after they had learned of 
ey orders which meant that they soon 
would be on their way to the front.

Of certain conduct on the part of Justice of the 
‘Peace Jahn C. Brady of East St. Louis, Congress- 
‘man Cooper of the committee of inquiry on the 
riots said that it showed “exactly the spirit which 
brought about the riots.” He urged that East St. 
Louls ought to take immediate action for remov- 
ing Brady from office. 

Congressman Raker said: ‘‘Can’t something be 
done with this man at once? It is so revolting 
and repulsive that he should assume this attitude 
of brazen effrontery even now.” 

Chairman Johnson expressed deep regret that 
the committee is unable to get action on the Jus- 
tice until the House meets. 

Of what had the worthy Magistrate been guilty 
that he should draw upon himself a dissent and 
censure so strange to East St. Louis official eurs? 
All he had done was to utter a defiance to public 
sentiment, browbeat the press and show the usuu! 
arrogance of those unwisely invested with public 
authority in East St. Louis. 

Haled before the investigating committee by a 
United States Deputy Marshal, this interesting 
member of the minor judiciary made a statement 
in his own defense. He had only tried to inti:ni- 
date Paul Y. Anderson, Post-Dispatch reporter, 
because of important evidence given the commit- 
tee and had threatened to “smash him in the jaw.’ 

Doubtless the Magistrate received one of the 
greatest surprises of his life when he found that 
he had hopelessly incriminated himself by his 
plea of injured innocence. His amazement be- 
‘cause a long-established habit of East St. Louis 
officialdom should be followed by a stern rebuke 
from the committee and a unanimous vote to 
bring him before the House in December for con- 
tempt may be imagined.
